Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Sodomania C..t Lickin', C.m Drinkin' Bitches 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Sodomania C..t Lickin’, C.m Drinkin’ Bitches contains on its back cover an 
impactful collection of images of couples engaging in sexual activity. The white highlights that 
overlay the genitals of the participants have the effect of drawing attention to these areas, which 
thereby become the focus of the image. No other images exist to mitigate the effect of these 
depictions. The slick also contains text captions that are highly degrading to the women they refer 
to. They imply that the women’s sole purpose is to provide for male sexual gratification, and that 
even in this role they are not worthy of esteem. The degrading nature of the publication’s title 
accentuates this effect. 

In view of the degrading nature of the text and the unmitigated collection of images depicting 
sexual activity on the back of the slick, it is considered that if the slick were submitted under 
section 13(1) of the FVPC Act for a decision on its classification, it would be likely to be classified 
as objectionable. Accordingly, the video slick is not approved.
